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Polities of confrontation 

A deceptive news story came out of Paris a few days ago 
after a two-day meeting of the governing board of the Inter- 
national Energy Agency (1EA). The 18 industrial states who 
are members of IEA (France is only an associate member) 
reportedly reached agreement on a “long-term cooperation pro- 
gramme” designed to reduce their dependence on imported oil. 

The IEA is not a viable body, and it is worth little more 
than the paper its principles are written on. The IEA grew out 
of the “energy crisis” that followed the sharp oil price increases 
in late 1973. It was the work of Henry Kissinger, who quickly 
appreciated the power of the oil-producing Arab states as re- 
lated to the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

Kissinger knew very well that all his chplomatic activity 
and designs in the Middle East could be wiped out by decisive 
action on the part of the oil producers, and these states showed 
that they could act decisively during the October 1973 war. 

As part of the Kissinger-inspired tactics of confrontation, 
he had to either overpower the oil states, or neutralise their 
weapon. 

He knew that he could do neither, but persisted in his 
make-believe movements to bring about a sense of Cohesion and 
power among the major oil consumers in the non-Communist 
•industrial world. So he pushed ahead and convinced his west- 
ern colleagues that the IEA would be able to stand up to OPEC, 
and the IEA came into being in late 1974. It was then, and 
remains today, a paper tiger. 

Now we are told that the IEA is moving ahead with its 
plans to cut the western world’s dependence on OPEC oil, 
which should be read as Arab oil. The facts are otherwise. A 
quick look af import and consumption figures in the western 
world shows that the opposite is happening. The figures for 
1975 are deceptive because of the international economic slow- 
down and the mild winter. In the U.S., especially, it is crystal 
clear, even to blind men and secretaries of state, that the west- 
ern world has no real alternatives of OPEC oil for at least 
another 15 to 20 years. There has been no effective action ta- 
ken to harness the world’s vast sources of non -oil energy, espe- 
cially American coal reserves. For reasons of technology and 
economics, there is no viable alternative to OPEC oil, and no 
chance that the IEA member states can significantly reduce 
their dependence on OPEC oil in the short run. 

If the IEA states are pleased to go on waking believe that 
their organisation is an effective counterforce to OPEC, and 
that it will be able to withstand the effects of any future Arab 
oil embargo if such an embargo were instituted again, they are 
free to bask in the deceptive comforts of their own phantasy 
world. From this comer of the globe, however, one suggests 
that the major oil importers should worry less about lessening 
their dependence on foreign oil, and work harder to turn their 
dependence into the effective bond that comes from true inter- 
national economic cooperation. If IEA would turn in this direc- \ 
tion, it would be better for everybody.

Aba Dhabi sets up 

investment 

authority 

ABU DHABI, Feb. 3 01). — The 
government of Abu Dhabi has 
approved the creation of an 
Abu Dhabi investment author- 
ity to handle all the Gulf Sta- 
te’s surplus revenues, the go- 
vernment newspaper Al-Ittihad 
said here today. 

The authority would replace 
the London-based Abu Dhabi 
investment board which has al- 
ready been disbanded. 

It will have a governing 
board of members which would 
chose a four-member executive 
committee from among these. 

The authority would take 
over Abu Dhabi’s foreign in- 
vestment reserves of $2,000 
million as well as any new 
funds allocated for investment' 
which might average some 
$1 billion a year over the next 
few years, observers said. 


TOKYO, Feb. 4 (AFP). — Ka- 
wasaki heavy industries, rank- 
ing sixth among Japanese ship- 
builders, has undertaken to de- 
velop liquefied natural gas 
(LNG) plant ships for Nor- 
ways’s Gothas Larsen shipping 
company. 

The idea is to provide large 
barges on which LNG plants 
are mounted and to process 
LNG at sea instead of building 
such plants on land. 

This will help to solve the 
problems of the shipbuilding 
depression and also difficulties 
in obtaining suitable land for 
LNG plants. 

Gothas Larsen has a fleet of 
54 vessels totalling 4 million 
deadweight tons for carrying 
crude oil, refined petroleum 
products and ores and this year 
has branched out to the field 
of LNG transport. For this pur- 
pose it has placed orders with 
Kawasaki and West German 
shipyards for the world's larg- 
est LNG carriers. 

The company has commis- 
sioned Kawasaki to develop 
LNG by lending or selling such 
barges to the major internatio- 
nal oil corporations. 

Oil majors themselves are de- 
eply interested in such barges, 
since they dispense with pro- 
cessing of natural gas by buil- 
ding plants in the undeveloped 
interior and conveying dehy- 
drated gas to the coast by pipe- 
line — an extremely costly busi- 
ness. They also eliminate the 
trouble of recruiting labour in 
the interior.

U.S. eases liqnidity 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AFP). 
— The Federal Reserve Board 
has widened the limits for the 
1976 rise in liquidity. 

Board President Arthur Bums 
said the they sought an increa- 
se of between 4.5 and 7.5 per 
cent as against a previous ran- 
ge of five to 7.5 per cent. 

The liquidity concerned rela- 
tes to ready cash and ordinary 
bank accounts only. 

During the final quarter of 
last year liquidity rose at an 
annual rate of 5.7 per cent. This 
had been sufficient to allow 
a satisfactory growth in the 
U.S. economy, Mr. Bums said. 

But he noted that the num- 
ber of transactions carried out 
in cash was kept down by the 
increased use of credit cards. 

Mr. Bums was replying to 
congressional demands for a 
looser credit policy by the Fe- 
deral Reserve Board, so that a 
boost could be given to the eco- 
nomic recovery.
